The invention set forth in claims 1 to 4 involves 
an inventive step in relation to documents 1 to 5 cited 
in the international search report. Documents 1 to 5 do 
not disclose sustained-release pheromone preparations 
which comprise a crystalline mineral that is obtained by 
means of a calcination process with a temperature of 500 
to 700 °C. On the other hand, the inventions that are set 
forth in the present application exhibit an advantageous 
effect in that it is possible to achieve a high level of 
pheromone persistence as a result of the feature in 
question . 

Furthermore, the fact that this advantageous effect 
can be achieved by means of a process with a calcination 
temperature that falls within the prescribed range is 
indicated in the description of the present application, 
and is additionally explained using complimentary test 
examples in the written response dated 22 December 2005. 
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
